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DR. SPRING'S SEMI-CENTENNIAL. 

Acreeasy to announcement, Dr. Spring last Sab- 
bath commemorated the fiftieth anniversary of his 
ordination as pastor of the Brick church, by @ solemn 
sermon adapted to the occasion. The spacious new 
church, corner of Fifth avenue and Thirty-ninth street, 
was crowded by an immense audience, without any 
discrimination as to sect or denomination, filling all 
the seats, aisles, and steps to the pulpit ; while large 
numbers stood in the porch, eager to catch even a few 
of the words that fell from the lips of this venerated 
and distinguished pastor. Chancellor Ferris, D.D., 
offered prayer. The text of the sermon was taken 
from Is. li. 16. The concluding prayer was by Rev. 
Dr. Rodgers, a grandson of Dr. Spring's original col- | 
league. The discourse was upwards of an hour and | 
a half in the delivery, and was uttered with ak the | 
vigor of middle life. 

This discourse was delivered under circumstances 
of affecting interest, from the illness of Mrs. Spring, 
who a few days previously was struck down with a 
mortal shock, and was momently expected to breathe 
her last that day. She however survived until 
Tuesday. In the midst of such a scene the vener- 
able man parts for a brief season with the beloved 
companion of his youth.

« Dear or Mrs. Garvtner Sprinc.—The wife of 
Rev. Dr. Spring, who has been lying at the point of 
death for several days, died yesterday morning. 
Those who were present at the services in the Brick 
church last Sunday morning, will recall the solemnity 
of the exercises occasioned-by the fact having been 
made known that it was doubtful whether the wife of 
the venerable pastor would live through the day. 
Mrs. Spring died in the seventy-third year of her age. 
The funeral will take place to-morrow at 3 o’clock, 
from the Brick church, Fifth avenue, corner of Thirty- 
seventh street. The relatives of the family, pall- 
bearers, and attending clergymen, will assemble at 
her late residence, No. 13 West Thirty-seventh street, 
at half. past 2 o’clock p. m.”

** First Class—Is the Lock-Stitch, as is made by the Wheeler 
& Wilson’s, Ladd, Webster & Co.’s, Sloat’s, Finkle’s, and other 
Shuttle-Machines, which is made by two threads, one carried 
through the fabric by the needle, and the other passed through 
a loop in the first thread by a shuttle or some equivalent de- 
vice.
